The issues of a countywide! 
nature which will hold general 
attention on the ballot are per- 
missive zoning, a plat law and 
an advertising and publicity 

-fund for Palm Beach County. 
All three were authorized by 
the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, subject to approval by the 
voters. 

The plat law would require 
recording with and supervision 
by the county in subdivisions 
involving property transfers and 
entails such things as dedica- 
tion to the county of thorough- 
fares which would be construct- 
ed in accordance with county 
requirements, The zoning act 
would permit the commission- 
ers, where 50 percent of the res- 
idents asked for such action, to 
set up zoning districts and to 
require zoning regulation ad- 
herence, The measure would 
give the county authority to en- 
force health and sanitation reg- 
ulations, 

The advertising and publicity 
measure would give to Palm 
Beach county for the first time 
a fund to advertise the county 
throughout the nation, and at 
the same time, help those com- 
munities which do not have 
vertising and publicity funds, 
in projects which would be of 
value to the county, At the pre- 
sent time “comparatively few 
communities. in the.County..bude 
get funds for advertisidg” and. 
publicity. West Palm Beach has 
maintained a fund of this pature 
for years to obtain a better 
tourist trade, Bat the advan- 
tages of the county itself and 
the many other communities in 
the county have not heretofore 
been publicized. 

Approval of the measure 
would permit the county com- 
missioners to levy one quarter 
of a mill annually, or one cent 
on each: four dollars, to adyer- 
tise and publicize the advan- 
tages offered by the county and 
the communities located there- 
ín. Asst. County Auditor R. B. 
McKee estimated that the levy 
would raise about $33,000 an- 
nually. That is about what West 
Palm Beach spends each year 
at the present time to adver- 
tise the city alone.

So far this year, thrée land- 
owners in Palm Beach County 
have ordered 3,500 pine seed- 
lings from the Florida Forest 
Service for planting on their 
lands this winter, according to 
R. A. Bonninghausen, manage- 
ment chief for the state agency. 

Bonninghausen said that the 
state forest sérvice produced 
29,000,000 seedlings at its two 
nurseries at Olustee and Mun- 
son for use in reforestation 
throughout the state during the 
current planting season. Seed- 
up at the nursery or $285 a 
thousand delivered by express 
to the buyer's nearest shipping 
point. 

Thé forest management chiet 
said that one landowner in 
Palm. Beach county _ordered 
1,000 ‘seedlings from the state 
nurseries last year. 

The seedling production this 
year has set an all-time record.

State Organizations 
Endorse Juvenile Court 
Constitutional Amendment 


Six state-wide organizations 
have endorsed the juvenile 
court amendment to the Florida 
Constitution which will be sub- 
ject to vote by the people in 
November. 

‘The organizations, with thou- 
sands of members, are the Flori- 
da State Bar Association, Flori- 
da Children's Commission, Flor- 
ida Probation and Parole As- 
sociation, Juvenile Court As- 
sociation, State Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, and the Florida 
Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers. 

The juvenile court amend- 
ment bas been a long-time pro- 
ject of the State Bar Associa- 
tion. It was approved by the 
legislature during its 1949 sess- 
sion, subject to ratification by 
the electors, 

The amendment submitted to 
ize the legislature to establish 
juvenile courts in the counties, 
and define the procedure for 
handling criminal charges 
against minors. For instance, an 
eight year old child can either 
be brought into juvenile court 
as a delinquent, or he can be 
charged with crime and jailed 

vith adult offenders.

The best time to start learn- 
ing about food values and body | 
requirements is in childhood. 
The conservative mother begins 
this training at home. When the 
child goes to school, he already 
has some ideas of food values 
and why he should eat them. 
Hence it is important that moth~ 
ers and housewives be educated | 
up to living standards, body re- 
quirements, - vitamins, calories, 
and general nutrition. Many 
adults are in poor health daily 
because they have from child- 
hood eaten the wrong foods for 
body-building. They have never 
been trained to know how to 
purchase the nourishing foods 
and prepare ‘them properly for 
body building. Poor cooking 
eliminates the vitamins by evap- 
oration. Hence the person is 
eating the proper food but by 
poor preparation the vitami 
has been destroyed. 

School-age children need 
three-quarters to one quart of 
milk. One generous serving of 
cheese is equal to one cup of 
milk in food value. Protein for, 
building and repairing tissues 
and for the manufacture of sub- 
stances that regulate the body 
processes. Calcium for, building 
and maintaining bones and téeth 
and other tissues, Riboflavin, 
for helping in the process of en- 
ergy metabolism. The child 
should have one or more serv- 
ings of potatoes which is a good 
source for vitamin C, for build- 
ing and maintaining strong- 
walled capillaries. An econom- 
ical source of calories for en- 
ergy. Sweet potatoes are a good 
source for vitamin A. Vege- 
tables green and yellow with 
two servings also salad greens. 
From dark green thin leaves 
you get vitamin A for health of 
the skin, mucus membranes and 
eyes, thiamine, riboflavin, and 
niacin B complex vitamins, each 
of which helps in the process of 
energy metabolism, iron for 
building red blood Gorpusies. 
green vegetubles andj 
deep yellow ones are valuable 
chiefly for vitamin A. Raw 
green leaf vegetables are valu- 
able for vitamin C. 

Fruits and tomatoes should 
be two servings, one of which 
should be citrus fruit or toma-
